REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The board of selectmen herewith present the following re- 
port of the expenditures for the town during the year end- 
ing February 15, 1909. The year has been one of heavy 
expenditures, especially in the repair of roads and in other 
ways, not anticipated at the beginning of the year. 

The roads were in very bad condition in the spring, ow- 
ing to washouts by heavy rains the previous fall and up- 
heavals by frost, necessitating an unusually large outlay to 
make them passable. Early in the season the Barnstead 
bridge was reported to be in an unsafe condition and on ex- 
amination it was found necessary to rebuild a large portion 
of the abutment and replace many of the heavy timbers of 
the wooden structure, which were badly decayed. This has 
been done at an expense of between eight and nine hun- 
dred dollars, including four iron truss rods, and it is now 
pronounced by experts to be stronger than ever before, and 
so far as wear and tear is concerned practically as good as 
new. In addition to this it was found necessary to build 
a new retaining wall near the Barnstead end of the bridge, 
the old one having fallen into the river, and on this has been 
placed a substantial iron railing. 

This, however, is not included in the cost of repairing the 
bridge. The appropriation for sidewalks has been largely 
exceeded, although we have come far short of the urgent 
demand. The new walk in Bridge Street, authorized and 
a beginning made in 1907, has been completed and paid for 
out of the appropriation for 1908. The old walk in Water 
Street has been relaid in a manner to withstand the wear 
and tear for many years to come without further outlay, 
and with the new substantial iron guard rail adds much to 
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the appearance of that part of the village. This work has 
been somewhat expensive, but it is believed that it will be 
sustained by public sentiment. The new sidewalk in Main 
Street, opposite the Berry place, although the work was 
sharply criticised while under way, we think improves the 
appearance of the street and that this also merits public 
approval. The Old Common, so called, has been graded, as 
authorized by vote of the town, within the appropriation. 
Another item of expense outside of the usual course is due 
to what has become known as the mad dog scare in Septem- 
ber, when four people were taken to New York City for the 
Pasteur treatment at an expense to the town of about two 
hundred and sixty-five dollars, including the necessary 
treatment after the patients returned to their homes.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


In submitting this the thirteenth annual report of the 
life and growth of the public library, it affords the official 
management great satisfaction to be able to state that it 
has been by far the most successful year in all that per- 
tains to library management and interests since the estab- 
lishment of the institution. 

That it has become a most important factor in the educa- 
tional life of the community is plainly apparent, and year 
by year it becomes more so. 

This is evidenced by the increased number of readers and 
by the demands of those who come to the loan desk seeking 
information upon a wide range of subjects. 

The scope of the work of the institution is constantly 
broadening and increasing all along its varied lines and 
must necessarily continue to do so. 

It naturally follows that the expense of conducting and 
maintaining it will also increase. It seems most fitting, 
therefore, that to fully meet the details of acquisition and 
improvement and to maintain the present hopeful relation 
between the people, both old and young, for whose benefit 
it was established, that the annual appropriation be some- 
what increased for the coming year. 


CIRCULATION. 


The recorded circulation for the year ending’ January 31, 
1909, is 18,700, being nearly 3,000 more than in any previ- 
ous year. The largest loan of books for any one month 
was in January of the present year, during which 1,455 
volumes were issued, | 

For the past few months, the daily record of circulation 
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has been nearly one-third larger than before, and is con- 
stantly increasing. The total number of magazines loaned 
was 1,131. As compared with the recorded use of books in 
other town libraries in the state, there are none where, ac- 
cording to population, a better record is shown. 


ACCESSION OF Books. 


During the past year more books have been added to the 
library than during any one year since its organization. 
The total is some 575 volumes. Of these, two hundred and 
seventy-five were purchased from town appropriation and 
proceeds from the lawn party and Tag-day. By consulting 
the annexed financial report, it will be seen that ninety dol- 
lars were added to the book fund from the two events. The 
trustees of the institution take this opportunity to express 
their thanks to the general public for their interest and 
assistance in this manner. 

The other three hundred volumes were gifts from friends 
cf the library who are interested in its work. The largest 
contributor was the Congregational Sabbath school, which 
voted unanimously to present their entire library to the 
public institution. Individuals who have shown their inter- 
est in this manner are H. W. Osgood, F..

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the selectmen and citizens of Pittsfield the following 
report of the expenditures and the condition of our school 
buildings and schools for the year ending February 15, 
1909, is respectfully submitted : 

Nearly every schoolroom has been made more sanitary, 
attractive and pleasant by .the use of whitewash, paint, 
varnish and so forth. Of the one hundred and thirty-six 
dollars paid Mr. Frank L. Rand for this work, about 
twenty dollars have been expended at Jenness Pond; about 
the same amount at the Upper City; about twenty-five at 
South Pittsfield and the balance at the grammar school 
building, an average cost of about twenty dollars per room. 
At the latter building the furnaces have been thoroughly re- 
paired by Mr. Wm. P. Adams, with the result that the heat- 
ing has been satisfactory to all concerned, with less fuel 
than before. The need of a change in the closet system at 
this building seems to increase every year, on account of 
the walls of the vault getting more and more saturated with 
bad odors. A committee has been appointed to investigate 
and report to the board and doubtless the board will be 
able to decide upon the best plan and make the change at 
the close of the spring term of school. 

The fuel bill is somewhat larger this year but we have on 
hand, all paid for, at least one hundred dollar’s worth of 
wood. 

At present only three rural schools are in session, the 
Tilton Hill schoolhouse being closed on account of the small 
number of scholars. Transportation was given them dur- 
ing the fall term at a cost of four dollars per week and the 
present winter term at a cost of five dollars per week. 
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This arrangement has been quite satisfactory on the whole, 
we think, to all concerned. 

The pupils have made better advancement in their studies 
and their attendance and health have compared favorably 
with those living nearer. But transportation cannot be suc- 
cessful without the hearty codperation of the parents, and, 
in fact, this is needed in all of our school work. 

_ The action of the board has been very harmonious in all 
matters that have come before it and, with the aid and coun- 
sel of our supervisor, who has been present at our meetings, 
the best welfare of our schools has been constantly sought.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit to your consideration my second an- 
nual report, which is the eighth in the series of annual re- 
ports of superintendents of the Pittsfield schools. 

During the past year, an attempt has been made to secure 
increased efficiency in the school work. I have given the 
pupils examinations each term to determine the character 
of the work. The teachers have united in emphasizing 
thoroughness and, though hampered in some eases by in- 
ability to give the requisite attention to individuals on ac- 
count of the over-crowded condition of the rooms and the 
large number in the classes, they have made perceptible 
progress. 

In spelling the progress is most marked. Last year the 
work done in this line was quite unsatisfactory. During 
this year constant drill has been given, especially upon the 
words in common use. The results have been encouraging. 
Schools which last year averaged only 40 per cent. in the 
spelling examination now average between 85 and 95 per 
eent. In every school a marked advance has been made. 

In reading the results of the year’s work are most encour- 
aging in the lower grades. The pupils in the upper grades 
received their early training in a reading system which 
emphasized word recognition rather than getting thought 
from the printed page. The result is that they can recog- 
nize unfamiliar words with little difficulty and can read 
with comparative fluency, but they do not generally under- 
stand what they read. There is a resultant difficulty in 
teaching them geography, history, physiology and the other 
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subjects which are studied from books. The pupils in the 
lower grades, who have entered school since the abolition 
of the above mentioned system, show greater power of 
thought-getting, though they are somewhat inferior in abil- 
ity to express the thought in oral reading. If we are to 
choose between the two elements, certainly the power to 
understand is preferable to the power to express. Neither 
element should be neglected, however, and we have been 
endeavoring to combine both. 

In arithmetic, special attention has been given to the mas- 
tery of the fundamental principles. The various kinds of 
business arithmetic are merely applications of the funda- 
mental processes to business problems. First, then, it is 
necessary that the pupil should be so thoroughly grounded 
in these fundamental processes that accuracy is purely a 
mechanical matter. It is folly to teach a child to do work 
in ‘‘partial payments’’ until he ean accurately multiply 
decimals. This element of accuracy in the fundamentals 
has also been emphasized in the upper grades where de- 
ficiency was shown, and much has been accomplished. 

In the work of writing, copy-books have been discarded. 
The copy-books used advocated the medial slant script, a 
very good script. The teachers were writing a different 
hand, however; so the pupils saw examples of their ideal 
hand fifteen minutes each day and examples of another 
kind throughout the remainder of the day. None of the 
pupils ordinarily wrote in the style used in the copy-book. 
The copies are now made by the teacher, and better results 
are obtained. The best results can be obtained only when 
the teacher insists upon ecarefulness and neatness in all 
written work. Slovenly habits contracted in five hours’ 
work each day cannot be corrected in a fifteen minute 
writing exercise. This aspect of the work has been em- 
phasized with good results. 

In all the subjects studied from texts throughness has 
been emphasized. The thought of the year has been that 
it is better to know one thing than to glide over a dozen.

Our work in this line is not completed. There is much 
yet to be done, but a start has been made and the results 
are promising. Our pupils are being prepared not for 
diplomas, but for life, and the problems of life demand not 
a smattering of knowledge or ability to guess skillfully, but 
positive knowledge and efficiency. This policy must, then, 
be continued. 

Our attempt to do thorough work has been hampered by 
the overcrowding of some of our rooms and the consequent 
restriction in ability to give attention to individuals. 
Thanks to the generosity of ex-Governor Tuttle, it will be 
possible for us to have a new school building to relieve this 
pressure. 

In the high school, physical geography has been dropped 
from the course, since it is taught in the elementary schools. 
Botany and zodlogy have been substituted. These subjects 
are treated with the idea of providing a foundation for the 
study of agricultural problems. 

The same elements of thoroughness have been emphasized 
here as in the elementary schools. Special attention has 
been given to efficiency in fundamentals even when these 
fundamentals are elementary school subjects. Elementary 
ceometry has been taught inductively, with the result that 
the pupils handle original problems readily. Elementary 
French has been taught by the conversational method, and 
the pupils have been accustomed, as far as possible, to 
thinking in French. Ancient history has been taught in 
such a manner as to give the pupils a real insight into the 
life of the times by plunging them into the Greek and 
Roman atmosphere. In this way the pupils understand 
their work instead of memorizing words. 

The question of the health of our pupils needs attention. 
We are endeavoring to develop a strong mind, but that 
strong mind should be in a strong body. Many of our 
pupils are suffering from physical ills of a chronic nature 
without knowledge of their condition. Some of these ills 
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are purely general in character; others are of such a nature 
as to greatly hamper them in their school work. In one 
of our school rooms I counted a dozen pupils who show 
signs of adenoid growths and are thereby made dull and 
stupid. In that same room there are seven cases of very 
defective eyesight, and several cases of defective hearing. 
I recently examined, by means of the Snellen test card, ten 
pupils in our village grammar school who appeared to have 
defective vision. Five of them were able to use only one 
eye in their work, since the vision of the other eye was so 
defective. Yet none of these pupils suspected that his eye- 
sight was imperfect. The schools should be inspected regu- 
larly, at least once a year, by a physician, and the parents 
of such defective children informed as to their condition. 
When we consider that, on the average, two pupils from 
each class in the village schools fail of promotion each year 
on account of physical disability, we see that we are wasting 
about $350 a year because of the defective condition of 
pupils. As a matter of economy, we should have medical 
inspection. 

Several changes in our teaching force have taken place 
during the year. Miss Mary P. Payson substituted for 
Miss Winifred Jenkins during the part of her leave of 
absence succeeding my last report, and, when Miss Jen- 
kins accepted a position elsewhere for this school year, Miss 
Mary M. O’Donoghue was elected to fill the vacancy. The 
resignation of Miss Helen D. Randall resulted in the trans- 
fer of Mrs. Ada E. Clark to the village schools. Mrs. 
Clark’s former position at South Pittsfield was filled by 
Miss Helen R. Creesy. Miss Grace A. Powers was suc- 
ceeded by Miss Iva M. Fletcher. At Jenness Pond, Miss 
Hattie H. Foss resigned, and her position was filled by 
Miss Barbara Hunt. Miss Mabel H. Drake has succeeded 
Miss Lena Snow at the Upper City. The large number of 
pupils at the Brick school necessitated the appointment of 
an assistant, and that position has been filled by Miss Eva 
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Sherburne. Miss Lilian Babb declined her re-election at 
Tilton Hill and, since the number of pupils attending that 
school was so small, the school was closed and the pupils 
have been brought to the village.
